Frightful A f f a ir Occurs In Sub­ 
urb of Cleveland. 


HANY CHILDREN PERISH. 


Overheated Furnace Cause! 
a School 


B uilding to 
B ecom e Ignited, Sm oke 
Frightens Children and Awful Scene 
Is Brought About. 


C leveland, O., M arch 4.— F ire broke 
out in th e Lakeview 
public 
school 
building a t Collingw ood.a suburb, W ed­ 
nesday m orning and a panic follow ed 
im ong th e 400 or 500 children in the 
Itru ctu re. 
A call w as a t once s- ut 
out 
for 
all 
av ailable 
am bulances. 
Scores of pupils who escaped from 
the building w ere injured. 
T he edifice 
was burned to th e ground. 
T he first report w as th a t betw een 
fifty and 
seventy-five children 
had 
been burned to death. 
A force of m en 
prom ptly began search in g th e debris 
for bodies. 
The fire was sta rte d by an ov erh eat 
sd 
furnace. 
The 
flam es 
quickly 
spread. 
T he panic insued w hen the 
building began to fill w ith sm oke. One 
hundred children aterap ted to escape. 
T here w ere tw o ex its in the building 
available and one of th ese exits w ere 
used by th e children, b ut th e other 
soon becam e choked w ith little folks, 
who m adly dashed for th e open. Those 
who fell in the doorw ay w ere tram pled 
on by those behind and soon th e door­ 
way w as Im passable. 
T h e frightened 
and panic-stricken children tu rn ed to 
escape by the w indow s and any other 
m eans th a t could be found. 
E scape 
w as cut off by the flam es, w hich by 
th is tim e had spread th ro u g h o u t the 
room s. 
T he building w as of brick, 
y et th is did not re ta rd th e progress 
of th e flam es. 
In a few m in u tes the 
low er floor fell, p recip itatin g scores 
of children into th e basem ent am ong 
burning em bers.

Q uickly the new s of

terrib le 
c a tastro p h e spread th ro u g h o u t the vil­ 
lage and hundreds of p a ren ts w ere 
soon crow ding ab o u t th e building in 
a search for th eir g irls and boys.

a few m inutes tw enty bodies had been 
tak en from the ruins. 
P lainly 
the 
w rith in g or stilled form s of a dozen 
o th e rs could be seen in th e debris. 
F acto ries blew th eir w histles, dism iss­ 
ed th eir m en and closed down, in­ 
stru c tin g th eir em ployes to a ssist in 
th e rescue.
